“Old Hutch.“ Mr. Hutchinson didn’t like 
to appear at all, and while he was on the 
stand the questions put to him by Lawyer 
Clark, who represented the plaintiff, so an- 
gered him that when he stepped out of the 
chair he made an earnest call on Mr. Clark 
to “Come down to the foot of the stairs and 
settle it.“ Mr. Clark declined.

In answer to the first part of the resolution 
it will be acknowledged that those 2 * 
which nad been on exinbition in the old 
army museum have been withdrawn from 
public inspection, but it will be denied 
that such action was contrary to law or that 
any party feeling was involved.

Strange Actions of a Servant Who Assault- 
ed Her Mistress. 

Cleveiand Plaindealer: Jennie Hillis, a do- 
mestic who lives, or who claims she has 
hved, at No. 148 Lake street, was arraigned 
in the police court Wednesday morning 
charged with assault and battery upon Mrs. 


L. C. Squire, wife of Mr. F. B. Squire, Secre- 


tary of the Standard Oil Company, who re- 
sides at No. 960 Prospect street. Mrs. Squire, 
the prosecuting witness, testified that 
she empicyed Jennie Hillis Jan. 9 


as cook. Since that date the 
woman has conducted herself all t, 
although at times Mrs. Squire, noticed how 
eccentric she was.. Sunday last the 
Hillis woman asked Mrs. Squire questions 
concerning dinner and its 9 and 
then flared up because the hired man had 
not attended to the fires. Mrs. Squire re- 
proved the cook and advised her to keep her 
temper. This angered the Hillis woman, and 
some time afterward, when Mrs. Squire 
‘went to the kitchen, the cook seized her, 
dcew her into a hallway, and there violent- 
ly assaulted her. Mrs. Squire ived 
rough treatment, her hair being violently 
pulled and her head wrenched. In givin 
her testimony Mrs. Squire said she 2 
to be killed; at the Hillis woman was furi- 
ous K ae — ge and that it was with 
grea culty, after screaming for hel 
that she succeeded in gettin — from ba 
assailant. Mr. Squire testi to running to 
his wife’s assistance, finding her nervous 
and excited; her hair was disheveled and 
she said the cook had assaulted her. Mr. 
Squire, anxious to get the Hillis woman out 
of the house, paid her $5 (she wanted $4) 
and told her to pack up and get out.“ 
Mrs. Squire, who has been in poor health, 
was very much injured by the treatment 
she received, and the shock to her nerv- 
ous system was so severe it will be some 
time before she recovers. William Johns, 
the Hillis woman’s attorney, placed her upon 
the witness-stand. Jennie Hillis is a woman 
of 30 or 35 years of and speaks with a 
strong Scotch accent. hilst ing sworn 
she held up her right hand, let it down; 
then, when requested to hold up her hand, 
held » her left one, then her right, then 
both hands, and finally her right one. 
Then ensued a remarkable court scene. 
Asked to describe the assault, the Hillis 
woman, excited. calm, indifferent, and wild 
by turns, described everything that she 
claimed took place. She arose during her 
description of the . waved her hands, 
turned toward Judge Kelley and clawed the 
air, ran down the steps of the witness stand, 
ran up again and performed all sorts of queer 
and fantastic antics. “She kicked me, sud- 
denly cried the witness, and she ran down 
the witness platform steps and illustrated 
the kicking process by kicking her nimble 
leg high in the air in the direction of Deputy 
Clerk Merchant. The Deputy Clerk, taken 
by surprise at the quickness of the woman’s 
gyration, tipped quickly back in his chair, 
and thus saved having his face kicked into a 
pulpy mass. After this the excitea witness 
ran over to her attorney, William Johns, 
placed her hands around his neck, then 
withdrew tnem and shook them vio- 
lently in his face, then pointed two fore- 
fingers at him, tragically backed away, and 
then rapidly advanced, and finally by order 
of the court took her piace in the witness 
chair. During the actions mentioned the 
woman talked all the time, talked rapidly 
and loudly, and the entire scene was such as 
to cause much merriment in the court-room. 
As a matter merely worth mentioning it may 
be noted that she denied in toto that she 
assaulted or struck Mrs. Squire, and further 
claimed she was the wronged person. When 
uiet had been restored in the court-room 
udge Kelley said: I tind the Hillis woman 
guilty on the charge of assault and battery. 
he is either au insane woman or else a 
virago ot the worst sort. In either case it is 
better for this community that she be placed 
under lock and key. ISshall commit her to 
the workhouse for the period of three months 
with a fine of the costs.” 5 
The Hillis woman is fairly well known to a 
number of boarding-house keepers in Cleve- 
land.

meme —— OF FREE-TRAD- 
COMPULSION. 

An amusing character in a French comedy 
was astonished to learn that he had been 
talking nouns and verbs all his life without 
knowing it. So in this country many hun- 
dreds of thousands of persons who abhor 
“free-traders” and look with mistrust on 
mere revenue-reformers are free-traders 
themselves in practice and always have 
been, if they would only stop to think. A 
man may be a protectionist in theory and 
free-trader in practice, or vice versa. Free 
will enables each indjvidual to form his opin- 
ions of free trade or protection to suit him- 
self; he may advocate frea trade while pock- 
eting tariff bounties or clamor for protection 
while doing business as a practical free- 
trader. His opinions are what he sees fit to 
make them, but his practice is what the law 
requires. Whether, in fact, an individual 
belongs to the protectionist or free-trade 
class depends on whether or not au actually 
operative protective tariff law applies to his 
industry. | 

No operative protective tariff law does 
or can benefit the Western farmer, for the 
reason that he produces more food prod- 
ucts than the home market can consume and 
the price of the whole is fixed by what the 
surplus will bring in the free-trade markets 
of Europe, transportation charges and com- 
missions deducted. The Liverpool market 
governs the price of agricultural produce at 
every railroad station in the West. It fixes 
the price of the produce sold and consumed 
at home as well as of that shipped abroad. 
Thus, whatever his sentiments may be, the 
Western rarmer is a practical free-trader—a 
free-trader by compuision. His market 
prices are determined for him at Liverpool, 
im competition with all the food-exporting na- 
tions of the world. The Western farmer is 
placed in direct, bitter competition with the 
cheapest labor on the earth. He must hold 
his: gwn.in free-trade markets not only 
against the labor of peasant women in West- 
ern Europe but against the serfs of 
Poland, Russia, and Hungary and the 
haif-barbarous fellahs of Egypt and 
the slavish ryots of India. Morsover, 
he must pay the cost of transporting his 
produce from 1,000 to 1,500 miles by land and 
8,000 by sea before he can reach the toreign 
free-trade market and enter into competition 
not only with pauperized but with virtual 
slave labor. In selling his surplus products 
the Western farmer is an involuntary free- 
trader in all that the term can imply. 

The great disadvantage to which the farmers 
(the free-traders of the United States by com- 
pulsion) are subject becomes all the more 
glaring when their position is contrasted 
with that of other industrial classes of the 
community. The ocean voyage which tells so 
hard against the farmer seeking access to 
the foreign market favors the Amer- 
ican maaufacturer and affords him 
so much natural protection frem the 
competition of foreign rivals. In ad- 
dition to this the law puts heavy duties on 
top of the transportation charges to make 
sure that the foreign manufacturer shall be 
kept out and a high monopoly market pre- 
served for the home manufacturer. Every 
clog or burden weighing on the farmer is 
balanced by some special privilege or im- 
munity allowed the manufacturing class! 
Then, too, the high market bounties secured 
to this tavored class must be taken out of the 
sorely-wen profits gained by the Western 
farmers in marketing their surplus at cheap 
rates in free-trade markets 4,000 to 5,000 
miles from the piace of production and in 
competition with all the world. 

When natural obstacles are so strong 
against the farmers why should they alone 
be free-traders by compulsion and be denied 
any compensating advantages? When nat- 
ural advantages are so much in favor of 
American manufacturers why should they 
be bonused at the expense of a less favored 
class! If justice and law permit the taxa- 
tion of one class for the advantage of another 
why shouldn't the manufacturers, who get for 
their goods from 50 to 100 per cent more than 
the European price, pay a bonus to the farm- 
ers who can command only the low free- 
trade rate for their produce? Is such taxa- 
tion, when not needed fortke support of the 
Government, legally or morally justifiable? 
What is it but robbery under forms of law? 
Where does Congress get its authority, when 
the revenue doesn’t require it, tocompel farm- 
ers to buy artificially and unnaturally high- 
priced goods, and thus transfer their scanty 
free-trade profits as 3 factory capi- 
talists?

The class of free-traders by compulsion 
embraces nearly one-half of the American 
people. A large majority of the people of 
the South and West are farmers, while a ma- 
jority of the people east of Indiana liye in 
cities and towns and follow trade, trans- 
portation, speculation, officeholding, and 
mechanical pursuits or render professional 
services for a living. None of these is a 
compulsory free-trader. The actual, invol- 
untary free-traders of the United States are 
found on Western tarms—they are the men 
who have to buy high-priced, bounty monopoly 
goods and sell their surplus agricultural 
produce in the free-trade markets of Europe 
for whatever they can get. As indicating 
their number and voting strength when 
once aroused to the truth of weir situation, 
the following statistics from the census of 
1880 may be of interest 


2,800,883 
By the census of 1890 the total number of 
farmers in these ten Western States will 
reach neariy 3,000,000. Dakota has now fully 
130,000 men working on farms, Nebraska at 
least 160,000, and Kansas 275,000. The farm- 
ers of the Northwest make up the steadily 
swelling army of free-traders by compulsion. 
Whatever these farmers may think of the 
free-trade theory they are practicing it every 
day of their lives under coercion of law. No 
free-trade advocate would ask these farmers 
to bear all the burdens of free trade without 
a shred of compensating benefit, and yet that 
is what they are patiently doing in the name 
of misnamed protectionism. If these farm- 
ers would bestir themselves, exert their m- 
telligence, and not be fooled, bamboozied, 
and swindled before their very eyes by the 
aid and connivance of rural Congressmen 
they would arise in their wrath and smash 
the whole robber conspiracy that is devour- 
ing their substance and keeping them per- 
petually poor, in debt, and discouraged. 


A COMMON-SENSE FAD. 

The Society of Lady Dressmakers is the 
latest organization of women in England. 
Doubtless it will afford a new mot to the 
witty Parisienne who, when asked why she 
thought the nobility of England made their 
own dresses, replied that “she would not 
have it on her conscience to charge them to 
dressmakers.“ The English are fond to ex- 
cess of societies for all purposes conceivable, 
whether practicable or not; and the newest 
will be an excellent supplement to a category 
which includes the Additional Curates bo- 
ciety, the Early English Text Society, the 
Royal Female Naval Society, the Bray’s As- 
sociates, the Book-Hawking Society, the 
Ballad Society, and the Epidemiological So- 
ciety. 

One of the first effects of the new organiza- 
tion will be to diminish the membership of 
another association, to which undue prom- 
inence was given by an erroneous interpreta- 
tion of a tombstone. A sorrowing father, de- 
siring to record the superior moral traits of 
a lost daughter, mentioned various of her 
virtues in an epitaph which concluded with 
“She was a member of the National Wom- 
en’s Water-Color Society. Of such is the 
Kingdom of Heaven.“ The rage for “art,” 
by which affectation of esthetics has been

The needle fas lost the fame it once pos- 
sessed, and any fad which will bring back 
its glory and usefulness shouid be welcomed.

CRITICISMS OF CULLOM’S TELEGRAPH BILL. 

Senator Cullom’s Postal Telegraph bill is 
widely discussed. Hostile criticism so far 
seems to be confined to the agents and 
organs of the existing telegraphic monopoly. 
The principal objections are: (1) That the bill 
has been proposed in order to satisfy the 
clamor or court the approval of the Knights 
of Labor and workingmen’s organizations 
generally; (2) that the routes marked out by 
the bill are objectionable; (8) that the cost 
is underestimated. 

In reference to the first point, it ought 
surely to be no objection to a measure that its 
general purposes are approved by the labor 
organizations of the country. If labor leaders 
or so-called leaders who are supposed to be 
demagogs approve the bill it is because they 
think that in so doing they are giving ex- 
pression to the wishes of the working 
masses whom they affect to represent. The 
wishes of the working people are too often 
ignored, It is really refreshing to find that 
a measure of such importance as the Cullom 
bill meets with their approval. 

The routes proposed by the bili for the 
trunk lines are apparently well chosen. They 
follow the principal lines of railroads and the 
two great water routes in the territory em- 
braced in the scope of the measure; they con- 
nect the leading cities; they provice for spurs 
to those of secondary importance and for in- 
termediate connections. Washington has 
three separate routes or outlets; New York 
three; Philadelphia two; Kansas City two; 
Cincinnati two; Milwaukee two; Chicago 
five; New Orleans three; Indianapolis four; 
Toledo three. New York is made the princi- 
pal centre and the starting point of the lines 
leading to the coast cities, with Boston for the 
intermediate stauon in the Northeast and 
New Orleans and Galveston in the South and 
Southwest. The second route goes by way 
vf Philadelphia, Baltimore, Washington, 
Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Indianapolis, St. 
Louis, Kansas City, and then up to 
Omaha, St. Paul, Minneapolis, and the 
river cities, and turns round to Chicago 
by way of Milwaukee, which is also to be 
reached by the telegraph line of the lakes and 
Erie Canal, as it may be called, and which 
touches Albany, Buffalo, Cleveland, Toledo, 
Detroit. There are intermediate cross 
routes. as between Pittsburg and Cleveland. 
The system ‘as «proposed is intended to 
be the nucieus of a more complete one, and 
seems at present to be the best that can 
be devised. There may be some features 
which can be amended. Such amendment 
will be suggested by the discussions of the 
measure in committee and in Congress, . 

One of Senator Cullom’s critics estimating 
for iron poste says the cost of the system as 
proposed would exceed twice the amount of 
the proposed appropriation of 5,000, 000. 
But this critic places the price of each post 
at $15, whereas the cost, it is believed, would 
not be more than $5 per post. Senator Oul- 
lom contemplated cedar posts when he 
drafted his bill. If cedar posts are used the 
cost will not greatly exceed $2,000,000. If 
iron poste are used, experts who have care- 
fully caiculated the cost say it will not ex- 
ceed $3,300,000. And using the best quality 
of bronze wires with iron posts the cost will 
not exceed $3,500,000. 

The experiment is well worth trying at that 
price. It may be made for much less, as the 
Government will be at no expense for sta- 
tions—the post-offices can be used for that 
purpose—and the right of way will of course 
be secured without expense. The experi- 
ment of postal telegraphy has worked ad- 
mirably in England under the civil-service 
system which prevails in that country. Un- 
der similar circumstances there is no doubt 
of its success here. Civil-service reform 
rules would be automatic in reference to a 
governmental system introduced in the 
United States at this time, as the supply of 
competent operators is not excessive. Once 
this nucleus of a postal telegraph system for 
governmental and commercial business is 
established we will hear of no such nonsense 
as the suggestion recently made to buy out 
the Western Union system at a price of 
$150,000,000. The establishment of the nu- 
cleus of a competing system in accordance 
with the Cullom plan would reduce the price 
that Jay Gould would accept fully 75 per cent. 
The measure as a whole appeurs to be an ex- 
cellent one. 


DECLINE IN COFFEE. 

The present price of coffee in the specu- 
lative market is only about two-thirds of that 
touched last June, when it sold at 203; cents 
spot and 22 cents for December delivery. 
Yesterday it was quoted down to 13}4 cents 
spot, with 12 for February, 12 for March, 
and 11% cents for April. The comparative 
weakness for future months 18 caused by the 
understanding that the supply on the new 
crop will be much larger than that of last 
year, which more than compensates the fact 
that the visible supply of Rio for America is 
estimated at only 372,156 bags, against 647,923 
twelve months since. The latest advices 
from Brazil are that the prospects for the 
new crop are excellent and that it 
will be gathered earlier than usual. 
With this news come hints from other 
quarters that a rather large pocket which 
had been hidden away out of the visible sup- 
ply is soon to come on the market. Some- 
thing of this kind generally occurs on the 
discovery that a real or fancied shortage is 
about to be compensated by a better crop 
yield. The biggest supplies of old grain al- 
ways come out of the hands of farmers as soon 
as they are satisfied that the next crop will be 
a good one, and the quantity they will man- 
age to sweep out of “empty bins under 
has ‘more than once 
caused great surprise to the trade. There is 
good reason, therefore, fo expect that the 
consumers of coffee, who are vitally inter- 
ested in the question of retail prices, will 
not have much longer to pay the big 
figures that have been put upon the article 
by a lot of speculators. There is also 
room to hope for a speedy improvement in 
the quality of she coffee served out to buyers, 
it being notorious that the talk about scarcity 
of supply has tempted to adulteration to a 
much greater extent than was the rule pre- 
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Chicago parties on the advance in the specu- 
lative marxet, and that a few of them were 
almost equally fortunate in anticipating by 
short selling for the subsequent break. 


THE PHILADELPHIA TARIFF REFORM 
MEETING. 


The great tariff-reform meeting called for 
last evening in Philadelphia, hitherto the 
stronghold of ultra-protection according to 
the Pennsylvania idea and of tariff trust 
monopolies for cutting down production in 
order to advance prices, is a significant indi- 
cation of the growth of revenue reform and 
tariff revision among the people.

Fuller, the millionaire cattle dealer; the 
Presidents of the Bergner & Engle, Balty, 
and other brewing firms, the Penn Manu- 
facturing Company, and the Hon. Henry D. 
Welsh of the American Steamship lines. 
There have been numerous indications of 
late in Philadelphia that its people are be- 
ginning to weary of the exactions of the ex- 
isting war tariff. The Record, the paper hav- 
ing the largest circulation and the most in- 
fluence of any in the city, advocates a revis- 
ion ot the tariff to the revenue neces- 
sities of the Government; which the 
ultra-protectionists and trust-robvers falsely 
call “free trade.” Philadelphia is grow- 
ing tired of being tied down to her 
home market and cut off from export- 
ing her surpluses, which she can never do 
under the existing tariff. She begins to 
realize that before she can get her goods out 
she must have wool, dye stuffs, bleaching 
powders, ores, salt, coal, and lumber free, 
and that there is no hope for a change 
under present conditions. Rather than cod- 
die these tariff-bounty-fed monopolists any 
longer, therefore, at the cost of tying her 
own hands she has promptly met the ques- 
tion of tariff reform on the line of the pol- 
icy defined by President Arthur and laid 


down in the Republican platform of 1854, and 


indorsed thé revenue-reform recommenda- 
tions made therein and accepted by four 
successive Secretaries of the Treasury. The 
great Republican city has at last taken posi- 
mon on the true Republican doctrine as at- 
firmed over and over again by the leaders of 
the party. 

THE PACIFIC RAILROAD DEBT FARCE. 

The United States Senate has decided to 
take the subject of the governmental debt of 
the Pacific roads away from the Judiciary 
Committee and piace it in charge of a select 
committee of seven, of which, under the op- 
eration of Senatorial courtesy, Senator Hoar 
of Massachusetts will be the Chairman. It 
goes without saying that the Paine roads 
will be satistied with the committee with 
Senator Hoar at the head of it, for it means 
that not one of the thieves will be called upon 
to disgorge his plunder. It means that 
their robberies will be condoned, and that all 
the parties to them will be whitewashed in 
the report. It means that the California Big 


Four will get away with thejr $150,000,000 of 


plunder, and Gould, Ames, Sage, and the 
rest of that gang with the, millions unlaw- 
fully converted to their own use out of the 
consolidated Kansas Pacific pool, and other 
Pacific railroad robberies, instead of being 
punished as they deserve, will merely suffer 
the mild reproach of having their offenses 
pass into the literature of a committee report, 
while the leaders of the gang will retain their 
plunder and go unpunished. 

The most that can be expected of any com- 
mittee with Senator Hoar at the head of it will 
be the devising of some fifty or seventy-five 
year 8 per cent bond scheme, like the bill 
which he fathered in the last Congress. No 
scheme to make them disgorge, no provision 
of penalty for robbery need be expected, 
Senator Hoar is a smooth, suave, dignified, 
intelligent old aristocrat, true to the capital- 
istic classes and plutocrats of his native New 
Engiand—the champion, sentinel, and advo- 
cate of capital everywhere—who may be re- 
lied upon to see that they are not made to 
give up money unlawfully and corruptly 
procured. He has great influence with other 
Senators of the same class, who feel that it 
is their mission to defend the steals of sup- 
sidized roads and bond and land grabbers, If 
this is to be the outcome, therefore, of the 
commission’s investigation no harshness need 
be feared in the treatment of the thieves, 


THE SAME OLD RUIN. 

Four years ago this winter, when Arthur 
was President, the Republican members of 
Congress were engaged in revising the war 
tariff, correcting its inequalities, and lower- 
ing it to reduce the unnecessary revenue it 
was producing. By reason, however, of the 
obstructive tactics of Sam Randall and his 
cohort of ultra- protection Democrats the 
reductions were not one-third of the amount 
recommended by President Arthur and the 
Republican Revenue Commission. However, 
everybody who will think back to that time 
will remember that just the same sort of op- 
position, obstruction, and misrepresentation 
that are being practiced now to prevent a re- 
vision were resorted to then, and the same 
dismal predictions of ruin and destruction 
of the country were indulged in then that we 
are hearing now. The tariff reformers were as 
fiercely denounced as free-traders then as 
now by the brace of monopoly robber organs 
in Chicago. “You're a free-trader” was 
hurled at the head of every one who dared 
to intimate that the time had come to give 
the country relief from war duties. Every 
one was denounced as a public enemy by the 
same concerns, one of which was well known 
to be subsidized by the monopoly robbers at 
the time and the other was actuated by 
hereditary stupidity. However, the war 
tariff was cut down here and there more or 
less and several irregularities and defects 
were taken out of it; but for reasons before 
named the revision was left incomplete and 
imperfect, as four subsequent years of. ex- 
perience have shown.

intent. A duty on cereals is of no 
benefit to our farmers so long as they 
grow hundreds of millions of bushels 
of such products more than the home market 
can consume and they are obliged to seek 
foreign countries for a sale of the surplus. 
If this country had to import quantities of 
wheat to make up a deficit of breadstuffs for 
domestic consumption then in that case a tax 
of 20 cents a bushel on imported wheat would 
have tne effect of raising the price of Ameri- 
can grown wheat all or most of 20 cents a 
bushel. It would operate exactly as the corn 
laws did in England on the price of English- 
grown wheat, or the present import duty on 
‘wheat entering a French port on the price of 
French wheat. All duties imposed én Amer- 
ican agricultural products, with the exception 
of sugar and rice, are useless to the farmers 
of this country, who continually export large 
surpluses of food products,

But you predicted just the same 
thing four years ago when you were barking 
at the tariff revision that President Arthur 
was urging Congress to make. Yet when 
the National Republican Convention met in 
Chicago in June, 1884, 1t passed a peremptory 
resolution pledging the party to a further re- 
vision and reduction of war duties, and de- 
nounced the Democratic party for its failure 
to correct and reduce the tariff. 

The persons calling themselves the L. R. 
S. C. have gone no further in upholding the 
high-tariff system than the Democrats of the 
same State. There is no politics in 
Louisiana on the sugar-bounty question.

But 
what do they care for that so long as their 80 
per cent bounty tax on consum@rs is not dis- 
turbed? This oppressive tax on a great ne- 
cessity of life should be wiped off the statute- 
books, utterly regardless of the resolutions 
passed by the sugar-planters calling them- 
selves Republicans or Democrats. It is an 
abominable imposition on the people—harm- 
ing a thousand people where it benefits one.

,BURNING BRICK WITH OIL, 


A Process Which Will Be a Saving of 
33 1-8 Per Cent. 

An experiment was made this week the 
successful outcome of which forecasts a com- 
plete revolution in the method of burning 
brick. When it is considered that Chicago 


mantfactures 500,000,000 brick a year, and 
that thus tens of thousands of tons of coal 
have been annually consumed, a radicat 
change which will abolish the use of coal is 
of great interest to the coal-deaiers at least. 
Mr. D. V. Purington, brick manufacturer and 
ex-County Commissioner, thinks he has solved 
the problem of how to burn brick. He su- 
rintended the burning of the first kiln of 
brick with oil for fuel that has been attempt- 
ed in this section of the country.

IN BEHALF OF WOMAN SUFFRAGE, 


She Claims It Ia Not Against the Home, 
the Church and State.“ 

C Modo, Jan. 24.—[Editor of The Tribune. ] 
In an article headed Anti-Woman Suff- 
rage, published in your issue of Jan. 18, 
Mrs. C. F. Corbin undertakes to ‘give “a 
brief history of the origin and spread of 
the woman suffrage movement, which, she 
informs us, is foreign to the established or- 
der of society and to those principles upon 
which Christian civilization has hitherto pro- 
gressed.“ She states with great positive 
ness that of late years a sudden impetus nas 
been given the cause in this country by the 
growth of the Socialist or Anarchist move- 
ments,“ whose aims, she tells us among vari- 
ous other things, are “the substitution of 
science for worship, the abolition of God 
and the deification of humanity, the placing 
of all relations between men and women 
upon a basis of momentary inclination, and 
the consequent abolition of parental respon- 
sibility, and the giving of all children into 
the care of the State.”’ 

Now, this upsets all our previous ideas, for 
we have not hitherto understood Socialism 
and Anarchism to be synonymous terms, but 
rather that one is the antithesis of the other. 
Socialism, we have thought, would enlarge 
the functions of the Government so as in- 
clude the control of much of the business 
now done by corporations, while Anarchism 
aims to abolish ad, Government, and to al- 
low everything to be done by individuals and 
by voluntary association. Socialism does not 
by its most eminent representatives, among 
whom are men like the Rev. Dr. Heber New- 
ton. propose any change in the existing status 
of the family, and has no sympathy with pro- 
miscuity. sides, many Socialists are de- 
vout Christians, and one of the leading or- 
gans of Socialism in Engiand is called the 
Christian Socialist. 

Whatever be the merits or demerits of the 
various Socialistic theories nothing is gained 
by identifying them with more or less ob- 
noxious views with which they have no con- 
nection. Although it is not true that all So- 
cialists are believers in woman suffrage, yet 
it may be conceded that many if not most of 
them are—a fact which only proves that they 
are in the line of progression. 

Having indicated that Socialism and An- 
archism are one and the same, and that 
both are atheistic and destructive, Mrs. 
Corbin next makes the strangely anomalous 
assertion that the Woman’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union, an army of women 20,000 
— are virtually aiding these godiess

Miss Gordon's Birthday Book. 

The White-Ribbon Birthday Book is unique. 
It is a collection of the sayings, in prose and 
poetry, of women of all times, from those of 
the Bible down to the present day. Miss 
Anna A. Gordon has made the selections, 
choosing from the utterances of the mighty 
dead and of the busy, hard-working, and 
often humble women of toda ——— 
and always wisely. This book — none o 
the marks of carelesness and haste which 
distinguish many volumes of its kind where 
the compiler, confined to one writer, has sim- 
ply sought to fill up in some way 365 spaces, no 
matter now. To uplift and make glad is the 
unceasing purpose which runs, like a thread of 

through the book. ‘The temperance 
movement makes a good showing, of course, 
i the hands of women who have conse- 
crated their lives to it, but aside from that 
particular form of p thropic activity 
there are many other inspiri sentences to 
be found here, some deep with pathos, iofty 


creased as are the avenuesof employment 
which women may enter, they who desire or 
are compelled to go therein keep pace with 
the increase, and in those which require the 
least skill and preparation they jostle and 
croWd each other as men have long done in 
centres of population. 

It is well that girls are beginning to under- 
stand that there is a possibility of some other 
outcome of their lives than marriage. Not 
but that a pleasant home with a husband who 
is brave and true, surrounded by children to 
whom the word mother is a synonym of a 
love and devotion which cali forth a corre- 
sponding love and devotion in return; not 
but that the peace and safety, the joy and 
happiness of a life so guarded are not better 
than buffeting with the outside world, but 
there are many women who are not so situ- 
ated. Many a young girl, from choice, or 
through sorrow or disappointment walks 
alone; there are widowhoods from death, or 
worse than death, when self-support becomes 
a necessity, and this is why it is well that 
women begin to realize that to stand alone 1s 
by no means an impossibility. 

When work becomes drudgery the drudge 
is not to be envied, but this state of things is 
quite as common, if not more so, among the 
homekeepers as with those who have a trade 
or profession which takes them out of the 
limits of home every day.

Women Who Work in Offices. 

New York Sun: Whoever goes into any of 
the large office buildings down-town will be 
certain to hear the music of women’s voices 
issuing from the office doors, will meet 
women moving bare-headed through the hall- 
ways, and will see them at work or at lun- 
cheon through the open doors. They are pri- 
vate secretaries, typewriters, stenographers, 
and cashiers. They earn from $7 to $5 a 
week, and are a well-dressed, comfortably- 
appearing lot of young women, but very 
many of them induige 

ng books to and from their offices, long 
before schoo! hours in the morning and long 
after them in the evening, as if they are 
ashamed to have it suspected that they work 
for their living. The employers of these 
women are fond of asserting that their pres- 
ence down-town has revolutionized the old 
office methods, driving profanity out and 
compelling the male clerks to dress neatly 
and to remain polite and suave amid ali the 
.perplexities and irritants of business. To 
some extent the beautifications of offices 
with handsome carpets, and even the addi- 
tion of elegant ornaments to the most lux- 
urious appointments, are said to be traceable 
to the presence of the fair clerks. On the 
other hand some of the male clerks as- 
sert that though girls are so plentiful 
down-town, their employment is of so re- 
cent a date that they are not yet confronted 
with anything like the discipline to which all 
the men and boys must conform. When 
there is any prospect of an idle afternoon 
they are apt to be sent home. Itis said that 
men who used to lay out work ahead for male 
secretaries when they were going to be away 
for a day, are apt to tell the girls, who have 
now taken the places of the men, that they 
need not come to the office on whatever day 
the employer expects to beabsent.
